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AND WHEREAS it appear^ to the Central Government that it is expedient 
lo hold a formal investigation into the circumstances of tire said accident. 


AND NOW, it exercise of the powers conferred by the Rule 75 of the Air¬ 
craft Rules, the Central Government hereby directs that a formal investigation 
of the said accideut be held. 


The Central Government is further pleased to appoint Justice (Jmesh 
Chandra Banerjee of the Calcutta High Court to hold the said investigation. 

The Central Government is also pleased to appoint :

(ii) Wg. Cdr. P. Ashoke, Executive Dir. (Flight Operations and .Safety) 
Hindustan Aeronautics Ltd., Bangalore, 
to act as assessors to the said investigation. 

Shri A. K. Sinha, Senior Air-safety Officer will act as Secretary to the Court. 

The Court will complete its inquiry and make its report to tire Central 
Government by 31-12-91. 

The Headquarters of the Court will he at Calcutta. 
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
